11) Forget the 507. miss rule. 

12) Penalties and goals on a shift are allocated 
randomly on basis of skill level. 

13) Payment for games is *100K per session, *10K for 
a loss, *20 for an overtime loss, *25K for a tie, *50K for 
a win. 

14) A couple of you were quite adamant about the out 
of position rule, so it stays. I found an easy way to 
program it in my shot formulas. 

I'm too lazy to do it now, so a complete schedule with 
the Keys added in will be typed up for next time. The sche- 
dule will now consist of 27 games for each team, which means 
we can't have equal numbers of home and away games. 

I've given the two late teams, the Rockies and the 
Keys, $175K and 4.5 VPs for Session I, equivalent to a 
result of 3 ties. They will make up 3 games against each 
other in Sessions IV, VI, and VIII, and their cash and VP 
balances will be adjusted as those games are played. Those 
playing make up matches with the Keys for Session II have 
already reveived details, and you'll all receive 
of those games on a flyer.
